WILLIS SLOGAN 


Governor-Elect Completes His 


First Message, 


Washington, Jan. 3.—Double rivet- 


ed economy in the administration or 
state business and revamping of tae 
existing tax and liquor legislation 
laws are outstanding features o! Gov- 
ernor-elect Willis' message to 
the 


Ohio legislature, according to best in- 
formation here. 


The message to the legislature, a 


voluminous document, was given fin- 
ishing touches and mailed to Colum- 
bus for printing. 
. : 


The inaugural address which Wil- 


lie will read from the cam'tol steps on 
Jan. 11 is alc,o in the mails en rout-2 
to the state printing office. The lat- 
ter document is strikingly brief and 
will require not more than 15 min- 
utes to read. 


In his retrenchment program, the 


new Ohio, executive will urge that 
rca'ny positions be abolished, it is un- 
derstood. Kigid adherence to Repub- 
lican: campaign pledges to reorganize 
the state taxing and liq.»or regulation 
systems will be emphatically' urgetl 
and dealt with at length, it is indi- 
cated. 
Detailed discussion will also 


be made of the slate agricultural and 
highway departments. 


Contrary to rumor, Willis will not 


read his message to the legislature 
in person. 
This, it is said, conflicts 


with liis belief that there should bo 
a di\-orcement of the legislative and 
administrative bralickes 
insofar as
